On 10 Jun 13, prior to interviewing the complainant, R/Sgt. searched the department databases and was unable to locate 
via PCAD any street stop that was listed as having occurred at or around 7101 S. State St. on 22 Apr 13 at 0930 hours. 

In addition, RJ Sgt. searched the department databases for any contact cards for any street stops involving the complainant 
at 7100 S. State St. and was also unable to locate any. R/Sgt. also searched for any ANOV’s issued for prostitution in the 
area of 71st and State St. and was also unable to locate any. R/Sgt. then obtained a copy of the schedule and identified 
Officer Maurice Anderson #11348 as the only Anderson to have been working on 2nd Watch in the 003rd District on 22 Apr 
13. Officer Vernon Watson #13556 was identified as Officer Anderson’s #11348 partner for the day and were both assiqned 
as Beat 306G.. a 
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On 10 Jun 13, R/Sgt. interviewec^^^^^^complainant and^^^^^^^^^Hjuvenile) at approximately 1100 
hours at the above listed and provided the following information i^ssenc^m^oReroatim. 

(stated tl^-vho dropped out of school several months ago is currently looking for a G.E.D. program for 
her son to attend.^^^^^Kjrther stated that her son cuts grass for money and also works at McDonalds located at 69th 
and Lafayette Ave^^^^^^^( also stated that she understood that the police are just doing their job by stopping suspicious 
people and actually appreciated their vigilance due to the recent increase in gang^inlgnc^jowever wanted to ensure that 
the police did not issue a citation for “prostitutiofV^son. R/Sgt., then askec^^^^^^(jf he was issued a citation for

In addition, the complainant,^^^^^^(voluntarily signed a letter 
of declination terminating her complaint and thanked R/Sgt. for all the hard work that the Officers do in the area.
